Be it enacted by the people of the State of Nebraska,5
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Section 1. Section 28-915.01, Reissue Revised Statutes of1

Nebraska, is amended to read:2

28-915.01 (1) A person who makes a false statement under3

oath or equivalent affirmation, or swears or affirms the truth of4

such a statement previously made, when he or she does not believe5

the statement to be true, is guilty of a Class I misdemeanor if the6

falsification:7

(a) Occurs in an official proceeding; or8

(b) Is intended to mislead a public servant in performing9

his or her official function.10

(2) A person who makes a false statement under oath or11

equivalent affirmation, or swears or affirms the truth of such a12

statement previously made, when he or she does not believe the13

statement to be true, is guilty of a Class II misdemeanor if the14

statement is one which is required by law to be sworn or affirmed15

before a notary or other person authorized to administer oaths.16

(3) Subsections (4) through (7) of section 28-915 shall17

apply to subsections (1) and (2) of this section.18

(4) This section shall not apply to reports, statements,19

affidavits, or other documents made or filed pursuant to the20

Campaign Finance Limitation Act or the Nebraska Political21

Accountability and Disclosure Act.22

a person, made for the purpose of influencing the nomination or9

election of a candidate, or for the qualification, passage, or10

defeat of a ballot question. An offer or tender of a contribution11

is not a contribution if expressly and unconditionally rejected or12

returned.13

(2) Contribution shall include the purchase of tickets14

or payment of an attendance fee for events such as dinners,15

luncheons, rallies, testimonials, and similar fundraising events;16

an individual’s own money or property other than the individual’s17

homestead used on behalf of that individual’s candidacy; and the18

granting of discounts or rebates by broadcast media and newspapers19

not extended on an equal basis to all candidates for the same20

office.21

(3) Contribution shall not include:22

(a) Volunteer personal services provided without23

compensation, or payments of costs incurred of less than two24

hundred fifty dollars in a calendar year by an individual for25
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personal travel expenses if the costs are voluntarily incurred1

without any understanding or agreement that the costs shall be,2

directly or indirectly, repaid;3

(b) Amounts received pursuant to a pledge or promise4

to the extent that the amounts were previously reported as a5

contribution; or6

(c) Food and beverages, not to exceed fifty dollars in7

value during a calendar year, which are donated by an individual8

and for which reimbursement is not given.9

Sec. 4. Section 49-1446, Revised Statutes Cumulative10

Supplement, 2008, is amended to read:11

49-1446 (1) Each committee shall have a treasurer who is12

a qualified elector of this state. A candidate may appoint himself13

or herself as the candidate committee treasurer.14

(2) Except for funds received as provided in the Campaign15

Finance Limitation Act, each Each committee shall designate one16

account in a financial institution in this state as an official17

depository for the purpose of depositing all contributions which it18

receives in the form of or which are converted to money, checks,19

or other negotiable instruments and for the purpose of making all20

expenditures. Secondary depositories shall be used for the sole21

purpose of depositing contributions and promptly transferring the22

deposits to the committee’s official depository.23

(3) No contribution shall be accepted and no expenditure24

shall be made by a committee which has not filed a statement25
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of organization and which does not have a treasurer. When the1

office of treasurer in a candidate committee is vacant, the2

candidate shall be the treasurer until the candidate appoints a new3

treasurer.4

(4) No expenditure shall be made by a committee without5

the authorization of the treasurer or the assistant treasurer. The6

contributions received or expenditures made by a candidate or an7

agent of a candidate shall be considered received or made by the8

candidate committee.9

(5) Contributions received by an individual acting in10

behalf of a committee shall be reported promptly to the committee’s11

treasurer not later than five days before the closing date of12

any campaign statement required to be filed by the committee13

and shall be reported to the committee treasurer immediately14

if the contribution is received less than five days before the15

closing date. Beginning January 1, 2010, all contributions shall16

be reported to the committee’s treasurer on or before the fifth17

business day after receipt.18

(6) A contribution shall be considered received by a19

committee when it is received by the committee treasurer or a20

designated agent of the committee treasurer notwithstanding the21

fact that the contribution is not deposited in the official22

depository by the reporting deadline.23

(7) Contributions received by a committee shall not be24

commingled with any funds of an agent of the committee or of25
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any other person except for funds received or disbursed by a1

separate segregated political fund for the purpose of supporting2

or opposing candidates and committees in elections in states other3

than Nebraska and candidates for federal office, as provided in4

section 49-1469.06, including independent expenditures made in such5

elections.6

(8) Any person who violates this section shall be guilty7

of a Class IV misdemeanor.8

49-1446.04 (1) A candidate committee shall not accept11

more than fifteen thousand dollars in loans prior to or during the12

first thirty days after formation of the candidate committee.13

(2) After the thirty-day period and until the end of14

the term of the office to which the candidate sought nomination15

or election, the candidate committee shall not accept loans, other16

than loans allowed under subsection (2) of section 32-1608.03, in17

an aggregate amount of more than fifty percent of the contributions18

of money, other than the proceeds of loans, which the candidate19

committee has received during such period as of the date of the20

receipt of the proceeds of the loan. Any loans which have been21

repaid as of such date shall not be taken into account for purposes22

of the aggregate loan limit.23

(3) A candidate committee shall not pay interest, fees,24

gratuities, or other sums in consideration of a loan, advance,25
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or other extension of credit to the candidate committee by the1

candidate, a member of the candidate’s immediate family, or any2

business with which the candidate is associated.3

(4) The penalty for violation of this section shall be a4

civil penalty of not less than two hundred fifty dollars and not5

more than the amount of money received by a candidate committee in6

violation of this section if the candidate committee received more7

than two hundred fifty dollars. The commission shall assess and8

collect the civil penalty and shall remit the penalty to the State9

Treasurer for distribution in accordance with Article VII, section10

5, of the Constitution of Nebraska.11

(3) The committee treasurer shall record the name and11

address of each person from whom a contribution is received except12

for contributions of fifty dollars or less received pursuant to13

subsection (2) of section 49-1472.14

(4) The records of a committee shall be preserved for15

five years and shall be made available for inspection as authorized16

by the commission.17

(5) Any person violating this section shall be guilty of18

a Class III misdemeanor.19

(b) Under the heading RECEIPTS, the total amount of3

contributions received during the period covered by the campaign4

statement; under the heading EXPENDITURES, the total amount of5

expenditures made during the period covered by the campaign6

statement; and the cumulative amount of those totals for the7

election period. If a loan was repaid during the period covered8

by the campaign statement, the amount of the repayment shall9

be subtracted from the total amount of contributions received.10

Forgiveness of a loan shall not be included in the totals. Payment11

of a loan by a third party shall be recorded and reported as a12

contribution by the third party but shall not be included in the13

totals. In-kind contributions or expenditures shall be listed at14

fair market value and shall be reported as both contributions and15

expenditures;16

(c) The balance of cash and cash equivalents on hand at17

the beginning and the end of the period covered by the campaign18

statement;19

(d) The full name of each individual from whom20

contributions totaling more than two hundred fifty dollars are21

received during the period covered by the report, together with22

the individual’s street address, the amount contributed, the date23

on which each contribution was received, and the cumulative amount24

contributed by that individual for the election period;25
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(e) The full name of each person, except those1

individuals reported under subdivision (1)(d) of this section,2

which contributed a total of more than two hundred fifty dollars3

during the period covered by the report together with the person’s4

street address, the amount contributed, the date on which each5

contribution was received, and the cumulative amount contributed by6

the person for the election period;7

(f) The name of each committee which is listed as8

a contributor shall include the full name of the committee’s9

treasurer;10

(g) Except as otherwise provided in subsection (3) of11

this section: The full name and street address of each person12

to whom expenditures totaling more than two hundred fifty dollars13

were made, together with the date and amount of each separate14

expenditure to each such person during the period covered by the15

campaign statement; the purpose of the expenditure; and the full16

name and street address of the person providing the consideration17

for which any expenditure was made if different from the payee;18

(h) The amount and the date of expenditures for or19

against a candidate or ballot question during the period covered20

by the campaign statement and the cumulative amount of expenditures21

for or against that candidate or ballot question for the election22

period. An expenditure made in support of more than one candidate23

or ballot question, or both, shall be apportioned reasonably among24

the candidates or ballot questions, or both; and25
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(i) The total amount of funds disbursed by a separate1

segregated political fund, by state, for the purpose of supporting2

or opposing candidates and committees in elections in states3

other than Nebraska and candidates for federal office, including4

independent expenditures made in such elections.5

(2) For purposes of this section, election period means6

(a) the period beginning January 1 of the calendar year prior7

to the year of the election in which the candidate is seeking8

office through the end of the calendar year of such election for9

candidate committees of candidates seeking covered elective offices10

as defined in subdivision (1)(a) of section 32-1603, (b) the period11

beginning July 1 of the calendar year prior to the year of the12

election in which the candidate is seeking office through the end13

of the calendar year of such election for candidate committees14

of candidates seeking covered elective offices so defined in15

subdivision (1)(b) of section 32-1603, and (c) the calendar year of16

the election. for all other committees.17

(3) A campaign statement shall include the total amount18

paid to individual petition circulators during the reporting19

period, if any, but shall not include the name, address, or20

telephone number of any individual petition circulator if the only21

payment made to such individual was for services as a petition22

circulator.23

(2) A loan made or received shall be set forth in a6

separate schedule providing the date and amount of the loan and, if7

the loan is repaid, the date and manner of repayment. The committee8

shall provide the name and address of the lender and any person9

who is liable directly, indirectly, or contingently on each loan of10

more than two hundred fifty dollars.11

period covered by the campaign statement which were contributions25
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to a candidate committee of a candidate for elective office or a1

ballot question committee; or independent expenditures in support2

of the qualification, passage, or defeat of a ballot question,3

or in support of the nomination or election of a candidate for4

elective office or the defeat of any of the candidate’s opponents;5

(c) The total expenditure by the committee for each6

candidate for elective office or ballot question in whose behalf an7

independent expenditure was made or a contribution was given for8

the election; and9

(d) The filer’s name, address, and telephone number, if10

any, and the full name, residential and business addresses, and11

telephone numbers of the committee treasurer.12

(2) A contribution to a candidate or ballot question13

committee listed under subdivision (1)(b) of this section shall14

note the name and address of the committee, the name of the15

candidate and the office sought, if any, the amount contributed,16

and the date of the contribution.17

(3) An independent expenditure listed under subdivision18

(1)(b) of this section shall note the name of the candidate for19

whose benefit the expenditure was made and the office sought by20

the candidate, or a brief description of the ballot question for21

which the expenditure was made, the amount, date, and purpose of22

the expenditure, and the full name and address of the person to23

whom the expenditure was made.24

(4) An expenditure listed which was made in support of25
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more than one candidate or ballot question, or both, shall be1

apportioned reasonably among the candidates or ballot questions, or2

both.3
